[Excerpts) Question: How do you view the present situation in the Middle East 
and what do you think the future has in store? 


‘Arafat: The situation in the Middle East region is one of constant tension that 
could explode at any moment with unpredictable consequences not only for the 
Arabe but also for the entire world. The recent Israeli aggression against 

Iraq has proven that lerael constitutes a deadly threat for all Arabs. 


Question: Would you agree to discuss with the Ieraelis a peaceful solution of 
the Palestinian problem? 


‘Arafat: The problem isn't whether or not we accept to sit at the same table 
with the Israelis to discuss « solution of the Middle East issue. The deadlock 
is that lerael, the United States and certain European countries do not recognize 
the Palestinian people's fundamental demands to establish an independent and 
sovereign state, the right to self-determination as well as the complete with- 
drawal of the Israelis from the occupied Palestinian and Arab lands. 


We will continue fighting the Israeli expansionism with every military, diplomatic 
or political means until our demands are accepted. The road ahead of w is 
anything but easy. We will march on that road, however, until the end. 


Question: The Ieraelis accuse you of having their annihiliat‘on as your target. 


‘Arafat: Such on allegation is ridiculous. At this moment, Ierael is the 
“superpower” in the area. The United States has given Ierael the most perfect 
weapons that are available today in the world arsenal. The Israeli attack against 
Iraq has proved not only Israe!'s intentions but aleo its capabilities. Let 

us not deceive ourselves, no Arab country, not even all of them united together, 
can, at least for the time being, threaten Ierael. What the Israeli side is 
saying about guarantees for their security is sere propaganda. 








Question: And now the last question, At what point are the Greek-Palesatinian 
relations’ 


‘Arafat: Greece is very near to the Middle East. Therefore, it is understandable 
that the Middle East developments aleo affect Greece directly or indirectly. 


The Palestinians have many common elements with the Greeks and | believe the 
relations between the two people are at a good point. There is a PLO office 
in Athens. | hope the fraternal and historic relations between Palestinians 
and Greeks will develop even more to the benefit of both people. I also hope 
the level of the existing office will soon be raised because I believe that 
this reflects the Greek people's feelings.

PLO WANTS USSR ALD--A prominent PLO member said in a press interview today 

that the PLO ie seeking to win Soviet support to develop the confrontation 
with lerael and the United States. Hani al-Hasan, the political adviser of 
PLO Executive Committee Chairman Yasir ‘Arafat, told the English-language 
MONDAY MORNING magazine that the organization will focus its attention on 
military action inetead of political action during the coming year. We said: 
Thie ie not the time for peace initiatives. We hope the Soviet Union will 
agree with ue to discuss ways to develop the confrontation with Israel and 

the United States just as the Soviet Union is doing with the Syrians. Al-Hasan 
added: Washington will be wasting ite time if it is hoping to persuade the 
PLO to recognize Israel in return for U.S. recognition of the organization. 

He added: If France advocates a different approach than that of former 
president Giscard d'Estaing, we shall ask Saudi Arabia, Iraq and Kuwait to take 
economic measures to confront any French submission to Israeli pressures.

DETAILS ON TRANSMITTERS FOR RADIO FREE KABUL REVEALED 
Karachi DAWN in English 2 Jul 81 p 6 


(Text) Paris, July l--The first of a dozen powerful high-frequency radio trans- 
mitters, the nucleus of the Afghan resistance movement's “Radio Free Kabul," 
will be smuggled into Afghanistan in the next few weeks, French philosopher 
Bernard-lenri Levy said yesterday. 


He said the network would cost one million francs (250,000 dollars), which would 
be raised entirely from individual donations in France, Italy and perhaps later 
other countries, including the United States. 


Mr Levy and other human rights activists have formed a committee to help Afghan 
guerrillas fighting against the Soviet military presence in Afghanistan. 


"The first radio transmitters, built in Italy will be smuggled into Afghanistan 
very soon, in the next few peeks," he told a Presse conference, “Altogether, 
there will be a dozen transmitters covering the whole Afghan territory." 


Thousands of tiny transistor radio sets would be sent in with the transmitters, he 
added. 


The underground radio network would be operated by the Afghan resistance movement, 
Mr Levy said. 


It would broadcast several hours a day of news and secret messages to resistance 
fighters and civilians in languages spoken by the various Afghan tribes. It would 
also broadcast in Russian to the Soviet forces in Afghanistan, he added. 


Soviet dissident Vladimir Bukovsky, who lives in France and attended the Press 
conference, said he would make several broadcasts in Russian on cassettes which 
would be smuggled into Afghanistan and transmitted on "Radio Free Kabul." 


"We do not think that Soviet troops in Afghanistan feel any more comfortable than 
the American forces in Vietnam." He said, "We can appeal to them directly and tell 
them the truth about this no less ugly war." 


Mre Parwil Ali, an Afghan resistance fighter and former radio broadcaster, said she 


was confident the radio network would play a major role in helping what she called 
the "Afghan people's struggle against Soviet occupation."--REUTER.

In short the policy being pursued by the PDPA and the 
Aighen government is e genuinely populer one.

[Text)The Iranian revolutionaries have failed to stabilize the new order. Iran 
is overwhelmed by yet another wave of chaos and disorder. It seems that the 
show-down between President Banisadr and Ayatollah Khomeini has pushed [ran 

into the abyss of a civil war. This is probably the last straw for Iran which 
has not yet recovered from the ravages of its revolution, is locked in a war with 
lraq and has recently suffered from the calamity of an earthquake. 


The armed struggle against the Shah of [ran who was rightly identified as an 
agent of foreign imperialiss was unitedly waged by all shades of political groups 
and parties ranging from the ultrs right to the extreme left. They had ali 
recognised in Ayatollah Khomeini the leader of popular revolution notwithstanding 
their ideological differences vith him and his followers. He was actually the 
leader of an anti-imperialist forum or piatform of all those rightists, leftists, 
democrats and liberals who had wited to achieve the common objective of over- 
throwing the Shah. Once this objective was achieved Ayatollah Khomeini ceased 

to be the leader of the revolutionary forum. Rather he himself inadvertantly 
destroyed this forum by openly supporting the Islamic Republican Party as against 
the President. 


Charisma 


His personal charisma worked for a time to get a constitution (which provided 
supremacy to the clerics and ultimate power to Khomeini himself) passed through 

a referendum and alf#o to get elected a President of his choice and majority of 

IRP in Parliament under that Constitution. But it could work only for a time. 

The ouster of Banisadr as President and the witch-hunting and executions by the 
IRP militants of Mujahideeni-Khalq and Fidayeen who had fought shoulder to 
shoulder with them against the oppressive regime of the Shah, gust have eroded 

to some extent Ayatollah Khomeini's image as a leader who stood above in-fight ing. 
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The blasting of IRP headquarters which killed 72 leaders including Ayatollah 
Keheshti and a number of Ministers and Parliament members, may or may not be 
the doing of the opposition, but was made possible due to division in revolu- 
tionary ranke and chaotic situation created by the ruling party itself, 
banisadr may not have a party of his own, but he is not without supporters nor 


the Mujahideen and Fidayeen are without arms, They are expected to retaliate 
in self-defence, 


The difficulty in running Iran's newly established post-revolutionary system 
arose because the President, a non-party man, had to contend with the majority 
of fundamentalist Islamic Republican Party in Parliament, Thies was his crucial 
disadvantage despite having been elected President with an overwhelming majority 
of votes, Although a Muslim to the core and a follower of Ayatollah Khomeini, 
he ie modern, liberal and realist. Convinced that the newly established Islamic 
set-up in Iran needed ljitihad and adjustment to cope with the conditions of 
20th century, Banisadr could not be a silent witness to fundamentalist dog- 
natiem, clerical inquisitions and unrealistic approach on issues of foreign 
policy. 


To begin with Prime Minister Ali Rajai of IRP rejected Banisadr's advice to take 
Qutbzadeh as Foreign Minister in his Cabinet. Further, Banisadr's advice for 
not prolonging the detention of American hostages was not listened to. The 

IRP Ministry did release the hostages, but it was after the opportune time 

for securing better term was lost. At the point Banisadr accused Ali Rajai 

of horse trading for gaining cheap popularity at the cost of national interest. 
The LRP Ministry retaliated by intensifying the propaganda campaign against 

the President. It closed six pro-Banisadr papers and came down heavily on 

the supporters of the President. 


Suspicion 


Then came the Iraqi attack. President Banisadr, being the constitutional 
Commander-in-Chief of the Iranian armed forces spent most of his time on 

the front. This created a suspicion in the IRP circles that by coming in 

close contact with the armed forces, Banisadr was trying to gain their support 
which he may eventually use to oust the IRP Government. To preclude this 
possibility, the IRP leaders and the Press accused the President of deliberately 
delaying a counter-offensive to throw the Iraqi forces out of the Iranian 
territory. Forced by this propaganda Banisadr ordered a counter-offensive 
knowing that it was premature, as full preparations were not made to ensure 

its success. When the counter-offensive fizzled out Banisadr told the nation 
why it had failed. This infuriated the IRP leaders. They further intensified 
their campaign against the President and his supporters. In his duel with 

the party in power, Banisadr had banked on the continued support of Ayatollah 
Khomeini. He himself had no party to face the IRP. But it seems the IRP 
leaders succeeded in convincing Ayatollah Khomeini that Banisadr was violating 
the constitution to pave the way for his personal rule. Once Ayatollah Khomeini 
withdrew his support, and dismissed him as C-in-C of the armed forces, Banisadr 
could not openly hold his ground. He went underground. Thus the political 
show-down was complete. 
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The showedown, however, is not limited te constitutional politics, It has 
virtually turned into a civil war, thanks to the extra-constitutional measures 
i.@., harasement and executions, initiated by the party in power, It was 

the duty of the LAP Government to maintain at least a facade of unity so long 

ae iran was engaged in war and subject to innumerable external and internal 
dangers. Instead, the clergy-dominated IAP has chosen the path of confrontation 
and disunity, Its rigidity has brought about a polarisation of forcea=-the 
liberals, democrats, educated women and some sections of the left are supporting 
Banisadr while the ultra-rightiat and clerics have rallied under the banner of IRP, 


ideology, whether of the leftist or the rightist orivntation, does act ase the 
motivating force to bring about a revolution, But ite implementation after the 
revolution is not, and cannot be, a matter of effecting a change by a magic wand. 


it needs a realistic and pragmatic approach, Lenin saw the danger emanating 
from a sudden imposition of socialistic measures and reverted to capitalist 
syetem for sometime through his new economic policy. Mao Teetung started with 
controlled capitaliem and gradually introduced socialistic measures. Likewise, 
the IRP cannot introduce the Islamic system overnight and that, too, by force in 
a society which, although Muslim by religion, has lived for centuries under 

the un-Islamic feudal and capitalist systems. Understanding, adjustment and 
ijtihad would have saved Iran from the precent predicament, 


The lranian revolution appears to have adopted the pattern of the French 
Revolution. In France the people were so much tired of chaos that they welcomed 
military dictatorship under Napolean and eventually restored monarchy by crowning 
the dictator as Emperor. It remains to be seen if the outcome of the Iranian 
revolution would be similar to that of the French Revolution. The end-result 

may probably be worse, for Iran is not France and the last quarter of the 

20th century is not the last quarter of the 18th century. 


Open Question 


Whether Iraq will take advantage of the present turmoil in Iran is an open question. 
Perhaps Iraq has neither the power nor the intention to conquer much or whole of 
Iran. It may sit tight, consolidate ite gains and strengthen its defences all 

along the battlefront. The superpowers may continue to watch and keep each other 
neutralised unless something very extraordinary happens in the Gulf region to 
warrant intervention in Iran. In all probability they will allow Iran to bear 

its own cross. If the present turmoil continues, the Iranian revolution, it 

seems, will be defeated from within. Its defeat may mean establishment of 
theocratic fascism, disintegration or yet another revolution brought about by 
anti-cleric forces.

IRANLAN GENERAL CALLS FOR REVOLT AGAINST KHOMEYNI 
Athens ATHENS NEWS in English 2 Jul 81 pp 1,3 


{Text} Ankara Turkey — retired Iranian general who 
served under the deposed shah has written from the north- 
western Iranian city of Tabriz and called on all Turke 
living in Iran to rise up in a “holy war" to crush the 


regime of Ayatollah Khomeyni. 


The “commandment” of Gen Moktar Qarabagh reached the Associated Press office 
here by mail. 


Qarabagh identified himself as Chairman of the "National Equality Party." 


It was not clear if that organization was the same as the “National Equality 
Front," a previously unknown Iranian Turkish organization which telephoned a 
foreign news agency here and claimed responsibility for Sunday's bombing of the 
Islamic Republican Party headquarters in Teheran. 


Seventy-four people, including Khomeyni's second-in-command Ayatollah Mohammad 
Hoseyn Beheshti died in the blast. 


The envelope in which Qarabagh's message arrived carried a Turkish stamp. 


The bombing claim by the “National Equality Front,” which also claimed to be an 
organization of Iranian Turks, prompted the Turkish Foreign Ministry to issue a 
statement Tuesday denying that Turkey was offering shelter to Iranian Turks 


opposed to Khomeyni. 


At the bottom of the single-spaced, undated, one-page letter, was a note which 
said: “The Turkish office of the National Equality Party was authorized to 
issue this commandment." 


There are an estimated 14 million ethnic Azerbaijan, ‘urkoman and Qashqa'i Turks 
living inIran. In his message, Qarabagh called on that minority to “be ready 
for war." 


"Khomeyni and his aides are coiled like a snake and have established a new 
reactionary and despotic administration. They are shamelessly trying to use 
ar holy religion as a tool for their shabby goals. Soon this despotic regime 
will fall on the heads of Khomeyni and his aides," Qarabagh's letter said. 
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Meanwhile, the semi-official ANATOLIA NEWS AGENCY reported from Tabriz that 10 
Leftewing counter-revolutionaries" were executed there, 


Qarabagh, who addressed his commandment to “our dear noble sons of the tribes of 
Azerbaijan, Turkoman and Qashqa'i and all other Turkish tribes who voluntarily 
joined our ranks," described Khomeyni and his follewers as "infidels who deprive 
us of our freedom and democracy." 


"In every town and every village you have to be ready for this last and violent 
operation,” the retired General wrote. 


Meanwhile, fifty Leftist guerrillas who planned to destroy Parliament were ar- 
rested last night, the new leader of Iran's dominant Islamic Republican Party 
(IRP) said today. 


Newspapers said the guerrillas from the Mojahedin-e Khalq (People's Crusaders) 
group, were arrested after a gun battle with revolutionary guards in which one 
guerrilla was killed and three wounded. 


IRP leader Hojjat Ol-Eslam Mohammad Javad Bahonar said he believed all opposi- 
tion groups had joined in a plot involving the United States to attack the 
revolution. 


Iran's Islamic leaders have long charged that the Mojahedin, who see Islam as an 
egalitarian force sharing much in common with socialism, are in league with U.S. 
agents. 


Hojjat Ol-Eslam Bahonar, 47, bearded and wearing the black turban which denotes 
a direct descendant of Islam's Prophet Mohammad, said the 50 guerrillas arrested 
last night had been planning to destroy Iran's single house of Parliament. 


The new IRP leader told a press conference the detainees belonged to the same 
organization that was involved along with the United States in Sunday's bombing 
of IRP headquarters here. 


Deputies from the Majlis (Parliament), mourning 27 of their colleagues among 
more than 70 victims of Sunday's bomb attack, wept and chanted ‘death to 
America’ during an emotional first session since the bombing. 


Three deputies wounded in the blast were wheeled into the chamber in their 
hospital beds to make up a quorum. 


Dr Bahonar's tough speech at today's press conference indicated he may be just 
as hardline as his predecessor. 


Apparently rejecting current peace efforts over the Gulf war with Iraq, he de- 
clared “our position is to continue the war decisively." 


Referring to Sunday's bombing, Dr Bahonar said: “The root of this crime goes 
back to the great Satan, American imperialism. It was carried out by its 
agents and monafeqin (hypocrites)", a word generally used by Iranian officials 
to deride the Mojahedin. 











Anewering questions, he said he could not claim that former President Abol 
Hasan Bani-Sadr had played a role in Sunday's bambing. “But I can say all 
movements had shares in this incident," he declared, 


Hojjat Ol-Eslam Bahonar said 72 people had died in Sunday's bomb blast and not 


74 as reported yesterday in the official media. There had been some confusion 
over various liste, he said, 


Iran's revolutionary and spiritual leader Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeyni called 
on every citizen today to take part in the presidential vote, warning them not 
to elect a president “like the last one" (Mr Bani-Sadr).

All regular conscripts, high echool graduates, associate degree holders and 
college graduates born in 1958 as well as drafted personnel born in 1958, who, 
according to Council of Revolution regulations dated 1979, hold a peacetime 
exemption card and conscripts born in 1958 classified as surplus in dispatch 
centers, training centers, and urban and rural centers, are hereby informed 
by this notification that, ae of thie date, peacetime exemption carde and 
surplus-exemption cards are invalid and that they must immediately report to 
gendarmerie districts and companies. Following their registrations, they are 
to be dispatched for silitary service on 9 August 1981. Those conscripts who 
do not report on time will be considered absent under Article 60 of the Military 
Law. They are not to be allowed to depart from the coumtry or the right to 
employment in shops, factories, plants, companies, and public or private 
institutions. And those employers who hire this category of persons will be 
subject to indictment under Article 64 of thie law. 


Mearwhile, employment of conscripts born between 1952 and 1958 who have exemption 
cards is permissible until further notice. 


_ With an eye to boletering the economic conditions of the families of these 
conscripts, measures are underway to pay their salaries and benefite the same 
way as those of reserve personne).

them more active. As an example, the regulation on the method governing loans 

and participation by provincial banks in production activities has been prepared 
and it has been approved by the high banking council and the general banking 
assembly; following approval by the monetary and credit council, it will be circul- 
lated to the provincial banks for implementation." 


Nurbakheh added: "This new regulation will provide new facilities for participation 
by the banking system in production activities in the various provinces of the 
country, and especially in the remotest ones." 


in reply to question by our reporter on what decisions have been made regarding bank 
interest, Nurbakheh noted: “What we must take into account, generally, are the 
recognition and transactions in the banking system, and this system must be 

replaced with another, 100 percent Islamic one, so as to remove any kind of 

interest from the economic system; and that is considered the principal objective. 
In this connection, we intend to form a permanent commission at the Central Bank 

of Iran for the purpose of reviewing the subject and studying the proposals to 
launch an ideal systen.”

{Interview with Moroccan Socialist Union of Popular Forces (USFP) Firet Secretary 
Abd-al-Rahim Bouabid by Domingo Del Pino in Rabat: “It Is All the Same to Us if 
Parliament Is Dissolved"--date of interview not specified) 


[Excerpt] Rabat--Abd-al-Rahim Bouabid, leader of the Moroccan Socialist opposition, 
59 years of age, 40 of them first in the vanguard of pro-independence nationaliem 
and then in the struggle for democracy, is an old wolf of politics. Tall, thin and 
a lawyer by profession, he speaks in the declamatory tone of men who are highly 
accustomed to the courts. 


The grave events in Casablanca at the end of May [as published) took him by 
surprise in Paris, where he was being treated for a long-standing eye complaint. 


Question: Do you believe that Morocco is heading toward a new period of a state 
of emergency, suppression of public freedoms and the dissolution of parliament? 


Anewer: A state of emergency is not necessary. What is necessary is to restore 
public freedoms, release the prisoners and return to us the headquarters of the 
Democratic Workers Federation (CDT) and of our party, which were closed down after 
the events in Casablanca, because that will help restore relative calm. It is 
necessary to cancel the unjust price increases. As far as parliament is concerned, 
it is all the same to us if it is or is not dissolved, because in fact it does 

not exist. We know that there are many opponents of this democratic process, 
however limited it is. If the government wishes to end, it will shoulder full 
responsibility. This democracy, however imperfect it was, was the only thing that 
could help Morocco to have a more or less acceptable international image. 


Question: Some 1,000 killed, as the opposition asserts, or 66, as the government 
maintains, seem at any event many people killed to suppress an economic strike. 
What is happening in Morocco? 


Answer: Unfortunately, there were not 66 killed, but several hundred. We cannot 
know exactly because the government refuses to allow the 20-21 June events in 
Casablanca to be investigated. We have requested that a parliamentary committee 

of inquiry be set up, as would happen in any other country after such grave events. 
It is the government which is really responsible, through having decided on sudden 











and irresponsible price increases which cause the man in the etreet to lack the 
means to clothe himself, pay the rent on his home or satisfy minimum needs, 
Everything now goes toward the shopping basket; that is, in the case of those who 
have the privilege of working. 


Question: How do you assess the repression which followed the strikes in a country 
which calle iteelf democratic? 


Anewer: Well, that demonstrates the extreme fragility of our democracy. The 
incidents could have been averted. The CDT sought an audience with the prime 
minister before calling the strike, with the intention of securing guarantees 
that the price increases would be canceled, or some other promise. The government 
did not deem it necessary to reply. All this makes it possible to wonder whether 
perhaps it was not seeking a pretext for dismantling the CDT, which is in fact 
the workers’ real trade union. 


The minister of the interior accused the USFP last Thureday of being the instigator 
of the disorders. That is absolutely untrue. There was no grave disorder until 
the forces of law and order brutally and violently intervened with instructions to 
fire without prior warning. 


"It Does Not Appear That We are Heading Toward Peaceful Solution in Sahara" 


Question: The minister of the interior has also said that you prepared the strike 
badly, that you did not officer it and that you could not control it. That is 
also the opinion of other opposition forces. 


Answer: The strike was completely successful in the public and semipublic sectors 
and in the factories. The disturbances took place in the outlying working class 
areas of Casablanca, where the unemployed and the jobless young people are. In 
those areas people did not dare to go onto the streets after a certain hour in 
the evening for many months before the strike. What could the CDT do against that 
spontaneous anger? 


Question: Do you have the impression that the USFP and the CDT have been dismantled 
follow.aang the strikes? 


Answer: I believe that with the government's current policy the USFP and the CDT 
can only be strengthened. All the CDT leaders are imprisoned and over 200 USFP 
cadres, too. We will probably find our activity reduced temporarily, but we will 
embody the people's aspirations far more strongly. 


Question: What is your opinion of the referendum on the Sahara accepted by King 
Hassan II in Nairobi? 


Answer: As yet we have adopted no official stance because we know only the 
contradictery press reports. We have asked the Foreign Ministry to inform parlia- 
ment of the -ontents of the official resolutions accepted by Morocco. Only then 
will we express our opinion on Morocco's territorial integrity. 


However, we can make some provisional reflections. In the first place, there is 
talk of a referendum controlled by the United Nations and the OAU. That means that 
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it is not a referendum under domestic law [de derecho interno]. Moroccan diplomacy 
had said that the Sahara file was closed, Now it seems that it is being opened 
again, at least in theory. 


What seems disturbing is that, despite Morocco's enormous concession, the basic 
facts of the problem do not seem to indicate that we are heading toward a peaceful 
solution. The future will tell whether with these comcessions Morocco will be 
able to demonstrate ite full right to maintain territorial integrity and ite 
sovereignty over the Sahara. 


Question: The existence of a plural Moroccan parliament is a key element of the 
image of democracy which Morocco wishes to present. The USFP had anticipated its 
possible withdrawal. What is its stance now? 


Answer: This issue was discussed long before the latest events. We considered, 
following the referendum which extended the legislative term from 4 to 6 years, 

that our deputies had been elected for 4 years and that the referendum concerned 
did not specify that it was a matter of a constitutional law of a retrospective 

nature. We still consider that our deputies’ mandate is for 4 years and that we 
should withdraw from parliament at the end of that period.

FINANCE MINISTER PRESENTS BUDGET TO ASSEMBLY 
Khartoum SUNA DAILY BULLETIN in English 9 Jun 81 pp 1-7 


[Text] Khartoum, June 9 (SUNA)--Finance and National Economy Minister announced 
yesterday that the estimated revenues in the new fiscal year reach 
Le. 1,310,000,000. 


Comparing this estimated figure with passing years taking 1975/76 as a base 
year increases in revenues will be as follows: 


Ls 345 million in 1975/76 
LS 388 million in 1976/77 
Ls 465 million in 1977/78 
Ls 581 million in 1978/79 
Ls 717 million in 1979/80 
Ls 1,032,000,000 in 1981/82 


Presenting the 1981/82 budget to the House he indicated that the sum to be allo- 
cated for development reaches Ls 665.5 million and the lion's share will go to 
the energy and mining sector, 25%, while the agricultural sector gets 22%, 
infrastructure 17% industrial sector 7%, social services 9%, regional devel- 
opment 14% and 6% will go as a reserve--Ls 27 million. 


Touching on taxes he said expected revenues in 1981/82 are Ls 797 million com- 
pared to Ls 498.1 in 1980/81. In line with the concentration policy on direct 
taxation, new taxes would be imposed as from yesterday on the following cate- 
gories: 


A sale tax of 5% on tickets for travelling abroad. 
A sale tax of 5% on imported furniture. 

A sale tax of 10% on government auctions. 

A sale tax of 2% on goldware. 

An export tax of 5% on oil by-products. 

An export tax of 5% on scrap of minerals. 


The export tax imposed on Karkadi will be reduced from Ls 100 per metric ton 
to Ls 50. 


A cooperative bank at a capital of one million pounds will be established to 
funnel aid to the cooperative movement. 
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Referring to the specialized banks he said they will engage gradually in all 
sorts of banking activities and will offer loans to small farmers, profession- 
als and craftemen even in the absence of guarantees, for the President of the 
Republic will shoulder the guarantees of those who lack them, Following the 
abolishing of usury system some Le 8.5 million have been earmarked for boost- 
ing the banks’ capitals and the Bank of Sudan will provide Le 7.5 million for 
the same purpose. 


The Minister announced that *.e Duty-Free shops Corporation will be deprived of 
custom privileges. A deci« a to this effect was issued by his Ministry, he 
added. He said the Corpor. ..on will be charged with importing essential commo- 
dities and expanding its local currency sales to remove bottlenecks in supply 
materials. 


He disclosed that some public corporations did not realize any profits while 
the deficit had increased in others. Necessary measures will be taken to rec- 
tify the policies of those corporations, he added. 


The government's contribution in fiscal 81/82, to the capitals of joint com- 
panies and institutions had reached 50 million pounds, Sulieman said. He ex- 
plained that these sums were the government's commitments to the Arab institu- 
tions, Banks and regional and international funds, joint Sudanese-foreign 
companies, integration companies, maintenance of government utilities and con- 
tributions to the financial structures of public corporations, specialized banks 
and the reserve. 





In his statement the Finance Minister said the budget for fiscal 81/82 was 
characterized by an increase in appropriations for the development budget and 
the concentration on the budget of the government investments in the fields of 
financial and structural reform for the public corporations and the appropria- 
tion of required funds for integration projects. He indicated that appropria- 
tions for capital expenditures, allotted in the new budget, amount to 540 mil- 
lion pounds apart from the self-financing institutions the appropriations of 
which amount to 125 million pounds in the new budget. 


Sudan's exports, during the new budget, were expected to register 600 million 
dollars compared to 500 million dollars in the past year, he said. 


The imports were expected to reach 1.780.000.000 dollars compared to 1.500.000.000 
dollars in the past year, he added. The Minister said a deficit of 1.180.000.000 
dollars is expected in the trade balance compared to one billion dollars last 
year. The deficit in unforeseen transactions would amount to 100 million dol- 
lars which is almost close to the last year's, he said. Private and official 
transferences were estimated at 400 million dollars, also close to the last 
year's, that is to say, the deficit in the external current account will amount 
to 980 million dollars compared to 800 million dollars in the past year, the 
Minister said. He said the net of capital inflow was expected to register 375 
million dollars compared to 360 million dollars last year, that is to say the 
deficit in the balance of payments would amount to 600 million dollars compared 
to 440 million dollars for the past year. 
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The Minister announced in his statement that a new source for internal financing 
was included, This will be realized, he added, through issuing government bonds 
to absorb the real savings from pension funds, insurance documents and saving 
bonds in order to mobilize the real resources for financing the investment pro- 
jects and to reduce reliance on the banking system. 


Concerning the foreign component in the general budget, the Minister said, esti- 
mations in this connection amount to 548 millions in Sudanese currency. 286 
millions of the said sum would be earmarked to finance the local component of the 
development plan, 262 millions to support the balance of payments and capital 
goods imports besides supporting the essential needs for consumption. The figure 
for last year in this regard was 458.9 million pounds. The Minister indicated 
that most of this finance is easy-termed with low interests. He pointed out 

that the allocated sum for foreign finance, in the new budget, did not take into 
consideration supporting the balance of payments by the I.M.F. The Foreign 
finance in 1981/82 amounts to 317.5 million dollars. 


He added that General expenditure implied by the new budget was estimated at 
L.s. 1568 million; divided as follows: 


L.s. 1042 million for current budget. 

L.s. 14 million for chapter III. 

L.S. 479 million for development budget. 
L.S. 50 million for government investment. 


Sayed Badr Eddin stated that increase in the general expenditures of the new 
budget is estimated at 16.4% as against last year's budget and 24.2% as com- 
pared with actual performance of the said budget. 





He said, rise in capital expenses as against last year's budget is estimated 
at 30.2%, and 30.2% as against last year's budget actual performance. Rise in 
current budget expenditures amounts to 10.1% as compared with last budget and 
14% as against last budget actual performance. 


He said the new budget estimates of other revenues which incorporate charges 
of department services, banking system profits, corporations and companies 
profits, interests on investment capital, pension entitlements and government 
land revenues, are estimated at L.s 251 million in the new budget with L.s 7.5 
million decrease compared with last year's budget. 


The most important items which have recorded decline in revenues are: revenue 
of land investment, profit and interests on capital invested on public corpora- 
tions and institutions. 


He highlighted the decrease vf land investment revenue which amounts to L.s 15 
million as against L.s 50 million in 1980/81. 


On the interests regarding capital invested in corporations and institu cions, 
Finance Minister said that some L.s 26.7 million has been allocated to this 
item as compared with L.s 28 million in 1980-1981. 
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lie added that the corporations’ and companies’ profite had declined from L.« 

44 million in 1980-81 to L.e 42.7 willion in 198l-82, and the actual revenue 
during 10 months period reached L.e 32,5 eillien, out of whieh banking system 
has contributed L.s 25 sillion, commercial sector L.e | million, and the Sudan- 
ese Development Corporation L.s 2 million, 


Some L.s 40 million will be earmarked for the industrial sector in the new bud- 
get. Touching on the structural reform programme of the industrial sector 
which aims at boosting production he indicated that the programme ics based on) 
dissolving industrial corporations, registering the productive unite as private 
companies under companicse laws, promoting administrative performance, devising 
4 plan for technical reformation, and cultivation of 80,000 feddane of sugar 
cane in the next two seasons. 


Elaborating on the budget's detaile he said L.e 139 million is allocated in the 
first chapter for ministries and central departments with the exclusion of de- 
fence, the SSU, high education institutions and the peoples Assembly and other 
corporations whose allocations are contained in separate te. Vor the 
second chapter L.s 8689 million is allocated compared to L.« 6 in the pre- 
vious year and for the third chapter L.e 14 @illion ie allocated compared to 
L.6 9.6 @illion in the paseing year. 


Touching on subsidies he said L.s M.9 willion will go for wheat and flour and 
L.e 52 million for sugar prices while oil products receive gore than L.s 200 
million as an indirect subsidy if oil importe are valued at the official rate 


of exchange. 


But, he added the subsidized flour will be delivered to bakeries and the sub- 
sidized sugar will be devoted to personal consumption. 


The government, he announced, will give up the gonopoly of importing sugar, wheat 
and flour and offers licences to public and private companies, factories and 
hotels without offering them any sort of subsidy. 


Referring to Sudan's foreign debts, he said Sudan loans since attaining indepen- 
dence and till Dec. 1979 reached §2,114,000,000 and actual expenditure during 
the Revolution's era was $4,500,000 at the rates of exchange prevailing at the 
time of implementation though the executed plans are valued at $20,000,000,000. 


The private sector loans till Dec. 1979 reached $617 million. To reschedule 
these loans, he added, different steps were taken. Collective agreements 
through Paris Club or deale with commercial foreign banke or devising an appro- 
priate deal to meet obligations due to external exporters were reached. 


On November 13th 1979 Sudan managed to reschedule $395 million that concern 
members of Parise Club and Sudan has paid all ite obligations in thie regard, 
$48 million and the Club is expected to convene again to reschedule debts duc 
to be paid after Juwe *, 81. It is aleo expected to conclude 4 deal vith com- 
mercial banke by the end of current fiscal year when $430 @illion are due to 
be paid. The obligations due to foreign exporters which total $439 sillion is 
currently under consideration tobe rescheduled.

UPCOMING ELECTION EXAMINED

[Text) Tunieia's plane for ‘multi-party’ elections later this year have run 

into hitches which could jeopardise the Liberalisation plane of Prime Minister 
Mohammed Meali. The opposition is threatening to boyeott the exercise unless the 
government changes ite policy on the legalisation of the would-be political parties. 


The only legal party is the conservative, right-of-centre ruling Destourian Social- 
ist Party (PSD). The government plane to Legalise only parties winning at least 
five per cent of the vote. Opposition leaders from moderates to militants demand 
that their parties should be legalised before the election, and, in a rare display 
of unity thrashed out at a series of meetings, have worked out a joint approach to 
pursue their demands. Either the five per cent condition goes, Meali hae been told, 
or none of the groups will fight the election. 


So far, only the extremist Islamic Movement led by Abdel~-Patah Mourou has decided 
definitely not to be involved. But it probably would not have been allowed to 
compete despite its growing grassroots popularity. At a PSD meeting in April, at 
Which the conditions for new parties were laid down, religious extremiem was pro- 
scribed. 


The Islamic Movement touches a wide spectrum of Tunisians in towns and villages 
through anti-government sermons in the @osques. It is particularly vocal and 
active in Tunie University. But some of ite members claim that they do not want 
to become 4 political party. 


Another condition for the recognition of new parties is that there must be no 
material or ideological link with a foreign country. This could be brought into 
play against the communists. 


Apart from the PSD, four groups are planing to contest the election: 


The Movement of Socialist Democrats (MDS). Led by former interior and defence 
minister Ahmed Mestiri, thie is likely to emerge as the largest party in the new 
national assembly after the PDS, if the present dispute over legalisation is 
settled. A centre-of-the-road social democrat movement, it believes in evolu- 











tionary change, It wants to retain 4 mixed economy and sees eye-to-eye with the 
government on many lesues~-but parts waye over civil liberties. MDS for example 
favours 4 free press and an amnesty for political prisoners. 


The Communiat Party was banned in 1963 but te inereasingly tolerated. It has 
exieted ae a sort of clandestine private club under a handful of dedicated members. 
There te Little information about ite numerical strength, but ite volee is heard 
in the independent press. Ite secretary, General Mohammed Harmel, ie a figure 
increasingly to be reckoned with, and he has been the directing force behind the 
opposition's unified stand on legalisation. Like the other opposition groupe, the 
communiete demand access to the media, the right to publish and, more particularly 
an end to bane imposed on four independent weeklies. They aleo seek a new form of 
proportional representation and « postponement of the election in order to have 
more time to prepare. 


The Popular Unity Movement (MUP) should fare as well ae the communists. Despite 
ite extreme left-wing ideology-seisure of power is ite prime objective--it is 
believed that the government will let it compete, partly because it no longer 
represents a real threat. Started in Parise by exiled economy minister Ahmed ben 
Saleh, who escaped from jail in 1973 disguised as a woman, the MUP has been split 
for some time by internal dissension. 


A eplinter group under the direction of Mohammed Belhadj Amor and Taher Kacem has 
repudiated ben Saleh's leadership and taken over the MUP's provisional committee. 
The loyalists have gathered around Tijani Harcha but although ben Saleh's name 
attracts more grassroots support, they lack organisation. 


The Arab Nationalist Alliance (RNA) is the newest political group to seek power. 
Launched last month, there is scepticiem over the size of its membership. According 
to ite founder, lawyer Bechir Eesid, it takes Baathiem ae ite source, but is based 
primarily on a three-cornered foundation of Islam, nationalism and pan-Arabisa.

MORE TUNISIAN PAPERS TO BE PUBLISHED

[Report by Muhammad Az-Zamani: “Bourguiba Permits Tunisian Communist Party to 
Publish Weekly Newspaper and Promises to Release Habib Ben Achour" | 


[Excerpts] Tunis--President Habib Bourguiba has decided to permit Tunisian 
Communist Party Secretary General Mohamed Harmel to issue a weekly newspaper under 
the name AT-TARIQ AL-JADID before the early parliamentary elections, to be held 

in the country in November. This decision comes in the wake of his decision a 
few days ago permitting the Popular Unity Movement to issue a daily newspaper 
called AL-WAHDHA, managed by (Muhammad ibn al-Haj ‘Umar) and expected to appear 
in September. 


It is well known that only one newspaper is issued by the opposition parties in 
Tunisia. This newspaper is AL~MUSTAQBAL, organ of the Movement of Social Democrats, 
led by Ahmed Mestiri. President Bourguiba's recent decision is regarded as yet 
another step toward the institution of a multiparty system, though a gradual step 

in that opposition organizations in Tunisia have not yet legally permitted to 
operate publicly even though some of them now have the right to issue newspapers-- 
which signifies a tacit recognition of these parties by the authorities. The 
supporters of Ahmed Ben Salah, former minister of planning and economy, expect 

him to obtain a license to publish a newspaper to speak on behalf of their socialist 
movement. The same also applies to the “Islamic Trend Movement." 


AL-JAZIRAH has learned that a new independent Tunisian newspaper will be issued 
in the next few days under the name of AL-ANWAR. It will be published by a number 


of individuals. 


Meanwhile Tunisian Trade Union Federation Secretary General (At-Tayyib al-Bakoush) 
has announced that President Bourguiba has promised to pardon Habib Achour, former 
trade union leader, on 3 August, on the occasion of the Tunisian president's 

78th birthday. Achour is known to be still under house arrest in the Tunisian 


capital.

LEAD IMPORT CREDIT~--Tunisia is to receive a $15m credit to import lead ore from 
Morocco and Algeria under an agreement signed two weeks ago with the Jeddah-based 
Islamic Development Bank.
